EXPLAINS POISON LETTER. 


J. Warren Wilson Denies He Sent 
Message to Boas Which Caused 
Latter’s Death. 
(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 22.—J. 
Warren Wilson, on trial In Judge

Tt ts essential to the very exercise 
of competition that those rights should 
exist, and, if forbidden by law, the 
law itself would more substantially de- 
stroy competition than any com Dina- 
tion of persons or corporations could 
pessibly do. It cannot be said that 
this contract entered into by the brew- 
ing company, without any proof of its 
combination with any other .brewer, 
can be in restraint of trade or pre- 
vent competition in the purchase or 
sale of beer. 

“The bankrupt and the brewing com- 
pany could never, under any vente 
stances, be competitors unless the 
brewing company should enter the re- 
tall business, and then the effect would 
be to increase competition and not to 
restrain it. The one is a producer of 
beer: the other is a non-producing re- 
fail dealer. There is nothing In the 
rontract which prevents competition 

‘yetall dealing or any competition 

tsoever, and it is not in violation 
of the act. 
were not true,” says the 
referee, “every exclusive agency con- 
tract would be. held to be Invalid and 
in violation of law. There is nothing 
in the act which ponents 
turer or producer appointing an agen 
to distribute and sell his products. 
What he may do himself he may do 
through another, and he can agree to 
appoint only one pe in a certain 
community act as agent for the sale 
and of his goods. 

DOESN’T LIMIT QUANTITY. 

“It is not an agreement of the brewer 
‘+ furnish him a fixed quantity of beer 
‘vw a specified peried with an agree- 
.ent that the brewer shall furnish no 
wre, and that he shall buy no more 
any other person. The brewer 
grees to furnish the purchaser all the 


sell. But, as a consideration of the 
sale, he agrees to purchase all the 
beer he may use for a limited period of 
time from that one manufacturer. 

“In this there is no combination of 
capital, skill or acts. It dves not tend 
to restrict trade, but fosters and en- 
hances “trade in that it mukes it pos- 
sible for the brewer to establish a mar- 
ket for his beer and enapbies the dealer 
to obtain all the beer he needs for his. 
market. This is not a contract between 
brewing companies to regulate the 
amount of production or the amount of 
goods sold, or to fix the price of beer. 
It is merely a contract of one brewer 
with the consumer, to create a market 
for beer and to fix the price at which 
it-shall be sold.” 

Referee Helm states that the force 
of a number of Texas cases cited by
